tress. One a vessel was becalmed close 
to the shore. He tried to reach it. but 
he had not strength enough left 
to 


launch the little boat. His legs failed 
him and he could only pull himsel* 
along by his elbows. 


"He deliberated on shooting his d«gr 


Dempsey, but could not get. up enoueh 
courage to slay his faithful friend, 
'He brought seals to me through the 
breakers,' he wrote, 'and I fed him as 
long as I could.' Finally the dog dis- 
appeared. 


"The diary records describe the suf- 


ferings of Anderson from thirst and 
his expeditions after fresh water. The 
last entry says: 'June 19, Now I must 
go after water again. Am more afraid 
this time than before, but with God's 
help I may come back again. I would 
not like to die outside, but God's will 
be done.' 
"He had his wish, for he returned 


and died in his bunk."

HOW THE PROFESSIONAL RAT CATCH- 


ER DOES .HIS WORK.

Professional rat catchers, who derate 


themselves exclusively to freeing build- 
ings from rats, are found in ouly a few 
of the vsry largest cities of the country. 
There »re rats everywhere, and BO it 
comes about 111 at she rat catcher is more 
or less of a traveler. Trips of 50, 100, 200 
miles and more iu various directions out 
of the city aee not so unusual as to be 
considered remarkable. These include 
trips to cities anil towns and places in 
the country. The sU-uctures that are 
freed from rats iuclude not only private 
bouses in city and country, but also fac- • 
toriea, and ships, and stores, and hotels, 
and storehouses, and'stables, and in fact 
(buildings of all sorts. The rat catcher 
makes contracts to free a building o£ 
rats, and also to keep it freo, by the 
Biouth or the year. A rat catching con- 
tract running up into four figures, that is 
to say of §1,000 and more, would not be 
an unheard of thins. 


City rat catchers lay their work out in 


jTOUtes for greater couM-nieuce in han- 
dling. and the places on these routes are 
.risked us often as may bo necessary to 
'keep them free of rats. There are three 
•or four professional int catchers in the 
city, each employing a number of men. 
Rats are caught -nith traps and with 


tongs, the greater number with traps. 
Both cage traps, in which the rats are 
caught alive, and spring traps, that kill 
them when caught, are used, the larger 
•umber of the traps used beiag of the 
last described kind. Ferrets are also 
sometimes employed in rat catching. 


The means adopted for catching the 


rats may depend-on .tlje place and the cir- 
cumstances. The rat catcher looks the 
place over and determines on the way in 
•which to go about it. Perhaps he stops 
up most ot the holes and establishes what 
are practically runways that lead the 
rats to his traps. There may have been 
a dozen traps in the house and rats 
caught in none of them. It might be that 
a trap would be set right over a rathole 
and that a rat would come up and crawl 
under it to get into the bole, but keep out 
of the trap. It is not likely to be so with 
the rat catcher's traps. He knows entic- 
ing baits or a preparation to put on baits 
that makes them so attractive that the 
rats cannot resist them, and he catches 
rats when the amateur in that line, the 
householder, fails. The rat catcher varies 
the trap arrangements according to cir- 
cumstan<eB and uses the tongs in various 
places, perhaps in kitchens or in picking 
rats off pipes or elevated places or reach- 
ing into recesses, and tongs might be 
used in catching rats in stables. 


In a stable the bait would be scattered 


in various places where it would be con- 
venient to get at the rat with the tonga 
while it was feeding. The feed, scented 
•with the enticing preparation, is put la 
the same places and at the same hour for 
two or three nights in succession. The 
tait is not in large chunks, as of bread or 
cheese, that the rats could pick np and 
carry off, but it Is perhaps oatmeal, 
which it can pick op only a grain at a 
time and which it most stay there to eat. 
The preparation put opon It Is so attract- 
ive that it misbt induce a wild rat to take 
the food from the rat catcher's hand. The 
lights aie all tamed down, and this stable 
work is not done on "moonlight nights, 
when moonlight coming in through open 
doors or windows or spaces might cast 
shadows that would alarm the rats. The 
operator carries a small lantern with its 
Inner reflecting surface so fixed as to 
throw but a slender beam of light. 


When everything is ready, he throws 


this beam upon the place where the rats 
are feeding to locate them. There may 
be one or there may be more ot them. 
0?he light dazes the rats for a second or 
BO, and the rat lifts up its head to look. 
In that brief period the rat catcher gets 
it with his tongs. If there is more than 
one rat, he sweeps the first one caught 
around the other, on the ground, which 
helps to keep the other there until he can 
reach for it. He may have arranged ten 
places in the stable and gets rats in every 
one. He will reach into the manger with 
his hand, where there may be two or 
three rats, and sweep them together in 
each a manner that he can grasp the 
bunch by the tails. He lifts them up 
.with a swing that dazes them for a mo- 
ment, at the same time calling to a keep- 
er who goes with him on such occasions, 
holding the bag into which the live rats 
• re tossed.

* tape, not as a gathering string, foe 
the-e wouldn't be time to close the bag 
in ti'at way, but to bold on by, held be- 
tweeL !*e bag holder's teeth, thus giving 
him bolh lands free with which to open 
and clos» ti.1- month of the bag quickly. 
When tbt rat catcher calls, and swings 
the rats around, the bag holder opens the 
mouth of the bag, and the rat catcher 
drops in the rats. They recover almost 
instantly from their temporary bewilder- 
ment, and the instant they strike the 
bottom of the bag they start to scramble 
np the sides to get out, bat the bag hold- 
er closes the mouth promptly and keeps 
it so till there is occasion to open for an- 
other rat. 
, It might be that working along with

The weights of American,- coins are im- 


portant things for any one to know who 
has the handling of any great quantity 
of coin, for weight is one of the best 
ways, to detect counterfeits. It is very 
difficult for counterfeiters to get the 
weiglits of their spurious coins exactly 
in line with the legal weights of the gen- 
uine coins.

The weights of American coins now in 


circulation are as follows: 


Gold Coi»s.~-The 520 goldpiece, or dou- 


ble eagle, weighs 536 grains; the §10 
goldpiece, or eagle, weighs 258 grains; 
the §5 gsldpiece", tfr half eagle, weighs 
129 grains; the ?3 goldpiece (authorized 
Feb. 21, 1858, and discontinued Sept. 26, 
1S90) weighed 77.4 grains; the ?2.50 gold- 
piece, or quarter eagle, weighs 64.5 
grains, fend tne $1 goldpieee (authorized 
March 3, 1849, and discontinued Sept.

Yield In the Wew England States !• 


Worth 92SO.OOO Annnmllr. 


It Is perhaps not generally realized,, 


says the Old Farmer's Almanac for, 
1001, what are the varieties and num- 


j bers of the wild fur bearing animals of 
New England at thfc present time or 
how important is the Industry of trap-i 
ping them, yet it is estimated that! 
these animals now produce to the trap-1 
pers In those states an annual Income 
of over $250,000. 
.' 


Only one of the wild creatures of the | 


Woods has been entirely exterminated,! 
the wolf, who was the great pest to the j 
early settler. The panther is nearly I 
extinct, but the bear, the lynx, the 
wildcat, the fisher or black cat, the bea- 
ver, the otter, the fox, the raccoon, the 
sable or marten, the mink, the skunk 
and the muskrat are still with us. Nat- 
urally the larger and more valuabl 
r 


more destructive kinds are reduct 
in 


numbers, but the smaller ones n 
-e 


than hold their own, and dealers 
yi 


that the total value of the annual ct 
i' 


in New England Is greater now tha 
t1 


was a century ago. 
In numbers uie 


inuskrat exceeds ail others combined, 
about 200,000 being taken yearly, but' 
its price fe very low. In total valuation 
the fox, skunk and mink are each high 
on the list. About 100 bears are annu- 
ally trapped in New England, 200 wild- 
cats and 50 of the northern lynx. The 
great .prize to the trdpper is the silver 
fox, skins of that animal which are 
first class in size and beauty averaging 
RS high as S30O apiece, but it is seldom 
that more than two or three are captur- 
ed in any one year. New England bea- 
ver are not in the market Just at pres- 
ent, n<? in the stntes where any exist 
they are protected entirely for a term 
of years, but under this protection they 
nre increasing. Otter, mink, fox, rac- 
coon, sable and skunk vary respective- 
ly in value from year to year, as the 
dictates of fashion make the demand 
greater or loss. All, however, find a 
ready market at any time. 


It may be stated as a general rule 


that the skins of the divers wild fur 
bearing animals of New England, Alas- 
ka and Canada (Including the so called 
British provinces) have a higher mar- 
ket value than those of the same ani- 
mals, respectively, inhabiting other 
portions of North America, Pelts vary 
In value from greater to less, according 
as the animals are taken in early 
spring, winter or fall. Those of animals 
taken In Biimmer arc of little or no 
vUue. It is the practice to trap and 
not shoot fur bearing animals, as the 
holes of shot or bullet materially di- 
minish the value of the pelt. To catch 
the larger animals requires the skill 
and patience of tbe professional trap- 
per, but the smaller ones may be taken 
at less expense of time and by simpler 
methods.

HE "STONED STEPHEN.** 


A Joint Debate Between Lincoln ••* 


the "Little Glmnt." 


Prof«B»or Smith, for many years su- 


perintendent of the city schools or Bur- 
fington, la., related to -the writer a story 
about Lincoln which be claimed h»g nev- 
er before been printed, and all who knew 
that good man will testify to hte moral 
incapacity for coining such a story. His 
statement to the writer was that he and 
Professor Newton Bateman of Gales- 
burg, Ills., were with the speakers on to* 
platform as members of the Republican 
central committee or as a subcommittee 
to accompany Mr. Lincoln on this occa- 
sion. The incident occurred at one of 
the joint meetings between Stephen A. 
Douglas and Mr. Lincoln during the 
memorable senatorial campaign of 1859. 


The two gentlemen referred to, Mr». 


Douglas and many other persons of dis- 
tinction were with the speakers on the 
platform. 
Douglas opened the debate 


with a speech of an hour and a half. He 
seemed to be inspired by the occasion, 
the Immediate presence of his wife and 
the large and appreciative audience to 
surpass himself. His argument and ora- 
tory were convincing and overpowering. 
His title to the cognomen "Little Gi- 
ant," given him by his friends, was fully 
demonstrated by his eloquent perform- 
ance. 
As point -after point wits made amid 


the applause of his- friends and admirers, 
they grew more and more confident and 
elated, while Lincoln's friends were cor- 
respondingly discouraged and depressed. 
So eloquent and convincing was his ad- 
dress that Professor Smith leaned over 
and whi»pered to his friend and col- 
league, Professor Bateman: "Bateman, 
we are licked this time. 
Lincoln can 


never answer this address. The crowd is 
so carried away with Douglas that It 
will be impassible for Lincoln to get a 
hearing." 
"Wait and Bee," was the re- 


ply of Bateman. 
During the delivery of his opponent's 


address Mr. Lincoln sat with his legs 
crossed, head bowed, eyes partially closed 
and countenance as expressionless aa 
parchment. When Douglas had conclud- 
ed his address and taken his seat, Mr. 
Lincoln remained seated, allowing the 
friends of Douglas to cheer and shout to 
their hearts' content He then arose and 
walked slowly and deliberately to the 
front of the platform, raised himself to 
his full height and looked over big audi- 
ence for a little without uttering a sylla- 
ble. 
He then began to unbutton and 


slowly remove a long linen duster which 
covered a conventional suit of black. 
After folding it with great care and de- 
liberation he banded it to some one just 
back of him and said in his clear, pene- 
trating voice, that reached every ear in 
his now quiet and expectant audience, 
"Young man, hold that while I stone Ste- 
phen." 
The effect was electrical and all that 


Mr. Lincoln's friends could have desired. 
Douglas' eloquence was forgotten. The 
audience was quick to catch the force 
and point of this play on words. They 
laughed and cheered and were at once 
placed in that receptive attitude that was 
necessary for Mr. Lincoln's successful 
rejoinder. 


Mr. Lincoln had by this master stroke 


of wit secured the good will and kintlly 
attention of his hearers while he pro- 
ceeded to "stone Stephen" with argu- 
ments which hare permanently enriched 
political literature and mads the speaker 
the first Republican president of tho 
United States.—United Presbyterian. 


EQUAL TO SCOTCH GOODS. 


American Tweed* Have Driven Oat 


tlie Foreign. 


United States Consul Fleming at Ed- 


inburgh informs the state department 
at Washington of a critical depression 
In the Scotch tweed trade. Firms nre 
prolng out of business and factories 
stand idle, and tUe manufactories still 
operating find It well nigh impossible 
to do a profitable business. Overpro- 
duction, foreign tariffs, the displace- 
ment of tweed by flannel suitings, the 
extreme fluctuation In the price of 
wool and foreign competition are the 
causes assigned for the present bad 
condition of trade.

large consumers of Scottish goods have 
now become considerable producers of

AGAINST M TOWN 


Henry A. Graves of this City 


wins Damage Suit 


Against Adams 


JURY AWARDS HIM $2,500 


Unexpectedly Large Damages. Hard 


Fought Ca»e in Which Offers of 
Settlement Had Been Discussed 


Jury Reported This Morning 


The suit of Henry A. Graves o£ this 


city against the town of Adams in the 
superior court was ended yesterday 
afternoon, and the jury took the case 
about 4 o'clock. The verdict was ntot 
rendered till this morning, when the 
jury found for the plaintiff, rendering 
judgment against the town 
to 
the 


amount of $2500. 


This verdict was a large 'one, com- 


pared with what the town had expected 
and the ntews of it was received with 
surprise. The case was one for dam- 
ages resulting from an accident on the 
east road to Adams, as has been de- 
scribed. Mr. Graves and a companion 
were driving to the town, when their 
horse went through a culvert. The 
plaintiff's case was presented Monday, 
and the defense occupied all of yes- 
terday. 


The defense, ably handled by the law 


firm of Shaw & Harrington was that 
there was- no rieglect on the part of the 
town. The town built the culvert in 


1S95 and witness testified that the road 
had been repaired in 1897 and tr-at the 
culvert had been examined and ap- 
proved. It appeared to be in a so-aid 
condition two weel.s before the acci- 
dent. This was established 
by re- 


liable witnesses. Among those who 
were calle i were two of the selectmen 
of 1S97, :n» meii who built tha culvert 
in 1305 and men who had worked in, 
repairing the roads-.' 


The defense also brought witnesses, 


Mrs. Hurd and 
»3 h.cks, proprietor 


arU clerk of the store where Graves 
worked to show that his physical con- 
dition was apparently the same after 
the accident as before, 


Lawyer Shaw summed up his case for 


the town speaking for an hour and a 
half and making a very masterly and 
complete presentation of the evidence 
submitted. Follo.winlg the address the 
court took a recess of an hour and then 
counselor Parkhurst for the plaintiff 
began his- argument. 


Mr. Parkhurst, who with Lawyer 


Couch conducted the plaintiff's case, 
made one of the strongest pleas "that 
have been presented in the superior 
court of recent years, and was followed 
by the judge's charge to the jury. This 
instructed the jury not to find for the 
plaintiff with only nominal damages; 
that if the jury decided against the 
town, the damages should be substan- 
tial, since the injuries were manifest, 
and if the town was re»pnsible at all, 
it was responsible for suitable dam- 
ages. 


The cas-e was one that has been much 


discussed in Adams. At one time a 
proposition was suggested by one of 
the selectmen that the town settle for 
$1000, but the town -would n'ot agree to 
this, while Mr. Graves would not ac- 
cept it. The proposition of a settle- 
ment for $500 was then suggested by 
the town, but again the town'Tvould 
n'ot have it, even if Mr, Graves would 
have accepted it, and so it was de- 
cided to fight the suit. 


The case of William P. Arithony 


against Charles E. Rogers and another 
of this city has been settled out of 
court for $120.

This cer- 
tificate of a physician is sufficient to hare 
any person seized and confined in an 
asylum for the insane.

'Sun reporter at Washi^ton regarding 
the present state of China, Miilister 
Wu Tins-fang spoke of the fate of il- 
lustrious Chinamen whom the civilized 
world lias known for a brief time, who 
served their country with honor abroad 
only to return and die in disgrace at 
home or disappear mysteriously for- 
ever. Ue said that he could ouly hope 
for his country that good would coiue 
out of evil. So far as his words csm 
properly be quoted, he said: 


"China's future, whether she shall 


sink further into the mire of ignorance 
of civilization in which she has rested 
for 3,000 years or pro_gre»s with the 
nations of the world, depends upon the 
powers 
which 
are 
now combined 


against her. I am hopeful for an early 
settlement of the questions which are 
of immediate importance to the powers 
and to China, but when I think of the 
future I fear that what I wish for will 
not come in my generation. 
It all 


depends upon the powers. It depends 
upon what they wish, how soon China 
shall break away from the conserva- 
tive customs that have up to this time 
withstood all ideas of progress and 
shut out the light of- civilization. The 
Chinese are a patriotic race. They are 
a peace loving people. They are a 
practical people. They see the use of 
good things, but they are slow and 
suspicious of all things new and 
strange to them. 


"The powers are frank with us now. 


They are beginning to be frank with 
one another as to their motives. The 
agreement of the allies against a terri- 
torial division of China now seems 
certain. It will no doubt be maintain- 
ed, 
China's punishment and a new 


burden of heavy indemnities will soon 
be settled by negotiation. 
How will 


such a peace for China leave her? 
Worse off than ever before unles^ she 
Is allowed to learn a lesson In civiliza- 
tion by fair treatment by the nations 
of the world. 


"The powers may agree as to peace, 


they may agree as to indemnities and 
punishment, but China as China must 
be allowed to work out her salvation 
by gradual stages. China must allow 


j men with knowledge of the outside 
! world, who see the good of reforms and 
j who will gradually begin to install 
] them, to occupy the governing positions. 


Her viceroys and governors of prov- 
inces, the members of the ministry and 
officials away dowu to those who come 
near to the people should be recruited 
from the numbers who have had train- 
Ing abroad. 
It would be Impossible 


now to find men enough in China who 
bave had experience abroad to form 
any sort of majority In the government 
service. 


"China 
established her 
missions 


abroad in 1877. It is not yet a quarter 
of a century since she has been edu- 
cating her diplomatists in missions at 
foreign capitals. As an example of thia 
practice I have about 50 Chinese in 
Washington with me. These include 
all of my secretaries, those of the great- 
est enlightenment down to the serv- 
ants. When some of them came here 
with me three years ago, they knew 
nothing of the world outside of China. 
Even three years' experience, though 
they have not learned Very much of 
the English language, would make 
them highly desirable, some of them aa 
officials in China of a more or less im- 
portant character, as their Intelligence 
wan-anted. They would be able to tell 
the people the good of reforms and of 
foreign ways. They have been here to 
see how much better the railroad la, 
for instance, than a cart pulled by a 
man. 


"I was tlie first man to build a rail- 


road in China. I favored railways, 
aiid the people would not listen to me, 
so I made up my mind to build a short 
one as an example. They quickly saw 
the good of it. If I had supreme pow- 
er In China, I would not try to force 
reforms upon the people too rapidly. I 
.would gradually try to show them the 
ndvantage of taking the things which 
the foreigners have invented for our 
Bwn use. 


"But where art the men who have 


tried to do this? What could one man 
or a few men do there? Almost all are 
dead. What can one rnau do among 
thousands who oppose him? 


'•The Chinamen whom the world has 


known have, after experience abroad, 
been recalled. Once in awhile they 
bave had high places in the govern- 
ment. 
But their proforeigu views 


have It-d them to advocate reforms. 
They were intelligent and knew what 
was good for China. 
China would 


have none of their advice and they 
liavo gradually disappeared. We hear 
nothing more of them. Some of them 
bave been degraded and died in dis- 
grace. " >me of thorn have been be- 
headed. Many have disappeared mys- 
teriously, never to be heard of again.

and China. 
They have found out 


•what these consequences are and China 
Is the sufferer. 
Some of them will 


suffer too. 
How will China be left 


after it all? It is hard to tell. I hope 
the people will see tho follies of their 
ways and that the governing classes 
will be enlightened by the events of 
this year. 


"As to the present situation, the 


German-British agreement against dis- 
memberment of China, which will 
probably be agreed to by all the pow- 
ers, is gratifying. I wish they had left 
out the third clause, which reserves 
the right to grab territory if some oth- 
er power does. It is like saying, 'I 
will not steal unless I lind some one 
else stealing.' 
However, it is very 


satisfactory, and China is ready to 
negotiate terms of peace, as she has 
been for a long time. 


"I hope the governments will all In- 


struct their ministers to proceed now. 
I believe they will soon appoint com- 
missioners to take up the questions. 
China is restored to order. Her en- 
voys are ready to agree to the terms. 
When the army of the allies with- 
draws from Peking, the emperor, em- 
press dowager and the court will re- 
turn to the capital. Who can blame 
them for not returning now, as long 
as a foreign army occupies their city? 


"I am optimistic, but China's future 


Is a big problem even after the pres- 
ent difficulties are settled."

This bureau undertakes to furnish

certain time caeli clay, play with Paul 
and Marguerite, take them to walk or 
even give them short bits of work 
along nature study lines, just as the 
particular 
mamma interested 
may 


wish. The bureau has no fee, its work 
is entirely a labor of love, and the head 
of the household who has made use of 
its office may come as often as she 
likes to ask for Its help. 


For a smaller sum, perhaps about 25 


cents an hour, girls who can read aloud 
acceptably are provided by the bureau, 
and sewing and mending is also done 
through this convenient agency. Menu 
cards are sketched and candies are fur- 
nished for afternoon teas also through 
this same accommodating office.

New Earth Measurement. 


The United States coast and geodetic 


survey several years ago measured an 
arc of longtitude extending from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific ocean. Another 
transcontinental measurement of simi- 
lar magnitude is now in progress and 
•will extend from the Cape of Good 
Hope to Alexandria, says the New 
York Post. This distance includes an 
arc of meridian of 104 degrees, and of 
this distance 5 degrees has already 
been measured in Rhodesia and 316 de- 
grees in Xatal. The measurement will 
be carried on through German East 
Africa by special permission. The 
project of measuring an arc from the 
French Kongo to German East Africa 
Is also under consideration and should 
afford much valuable data for future 
surveys on the continent. In Italy the 
geodetic line between Malta and Sicily 
has been recently measured by the ge- 
odetic division of the Italian Geograph- 
ical institute. In making the measure- 
ments stations were maintained on the 
mountains of Etna and Camarata, on 
the island of Sicily, and at Gozo, on 
Malta. 
The distance between Malta 


and Sicily is about 125 miles, and the 
observers used an exyacetylene searcli- 
light to signal from each station.

In a little house just off Hester street,

Her stock in trade 
is stored up in thousands of buttons <n 
Uttle heaps—pearl, glass, bone, jet. shell, 
brass, cloth, silk, born and every other 
variety of button made. 


It is said the old woman's business ia 


profitable and that she has managed to 
save about $3,000 out of her curious oc- 
cupation. 


"You 
see," she said to me, "it is often 


the case that a woman buys only enovc'i 
buttons for a dress, and then, when sh« 
loses one, it is diificult to get It matched 
at a notion store. Those who know me 
come along here, and I can always do it 
from my stock.

The crusade against truancy in this 


city, which' has resulted in the bring- 
ing- of several cashes before the court, 
with the report that prosecutions might 
be brought against milkmen who en- 
ticed boys to stay away from school to 
help them deliver, has made the law on 
the subject of truancy ot" timely interest 
in North Adams. The following is anab 
stract of the laws prepared by Super- 
intendent Hall: 


I. Every child between seven and 


fourteen years 'of age shall attend some- 
public day school in the town or city in 
which he resides durink the entire time 
the public day schools are in session, 
subject 
to the following exceptions:

1. Pupils 14 years ot age working 


with certificate. (Chap. 494.) 


2. Pupils excluded from school on 


account of contagious diseases. 


(Chap. 469, Sec. 11.) 


3. The superintendent of schools, 


or where there is- no superinten- 
dent of schools, the school com- 
mittee, or teachers acting under 
authority of said superintendent 
of schools or school committee, 
may excuse cases of necessary 
absence.

t. The attendance of a. child upon 


a public day school shall not be 
required if such child has aL- 
teiuli'J for a like period ot time 
a pi .vate day school, approved 
by i ho school committee of such

or 
impracticable.

Tl. Any person having under 
his 


control a child between seven and four- 
teen yuars of age who fails for. five 
day sessions or ten half day sessions 
within any period of six months while 
under such crntro), to cause such child 
to attend school as required by section 
twelve of this ace, the physical or men- 
tal condition of such chili not being 
such as to render his attendance at 
hchool harmful or impracticable, upon 
complaint by a truant officer, nnd con- 
victed theieot, shrill forfeit nnd pay a 
fine oC not more than twenty dollars. 
Any person who induces or attempts to 
induce aiV child to absent himself un- 
lawfully from school, shall forfeit and 
pay a fine of not more than fifty dol- 
lars.

and gro\\ ing up in idleness and ignor- 
ance, uponi compla.int by a truant offi- 
cer or any other person, and convic- 
tion thereof, may be committed, if a 
boy, 
at the discretion of the court, to 


n county truant school for ,' period not 
exceeding two years, or to the Lymnn 
schoiil for boy.s. and, if n girl, to the 
state industrial school for girls, mil oss 
huiij i imii i.s j>iaci;d on probation.
